The effort by the Rev. (*, &, Smith, fecretary
of the Sunday School Unfon of the African
Methodist Church, to brevent, the clearance of
the vessal on the ground that nhe was not prop-
erly equipped failed to accomplish anything.
The mceommodations of the Horsa complied
fully with the law, and the vessel passed & thor-
ough Inapection by the customa officials.

Shortly after noon the gates to the wharf,
wliere the emigrants were walting, were opened
and the negroes went on board, [t was a curl-
ous procession, ranging In age from the baby in
Aarma to the old man tottering on the verge of
thegrave. The women came firat. Une with a
checked apron and m sunbonnst wans followed
by & jauntily dressed glrl withgaudy plames on
her hat and wearing bright ribbons. Rome car-
tled valises, others buckets, others tins full of
small articles. After the women came the men,
some with shotgunns and rifles. and others with
assorted luggage. All were sent into the stern
of the vessel and grouped together that a pie-
ture of them might be taken.

A Masonchusetts legisintive CTommittes
Called on Him and Ha Ofcred Thrm
Mis Wosplialliy, Not Hsowing that
Mopresenintive Teamoh Wan a Negre,

Bownrox, Marfh 10, The Massachusetts Hlouse
of Representatives recently voted to sent it
Committee on Meroantile Affales on & Junket to
galn knowledga nbout the notton Ihdastry of the
South, and especially to investigate the reporta
of the possibility of the removal of some of the
Iarger cotlon mills of the Biate to the South,
One member of the committes was Mr. Robert
Teamoh, a negro, who has been held In high
esteem Ly his fellow members in the Houss,

Word reached this city to-day that on Friday
Inat Giov. O'Ferrall and his wife wers placed In
what they considered a very embarrassing po-
sitlon becavise the Chisf Executive of Vir-
ginla, for the fAirat time in Lis 1ife, sat at hls own
Loard with a negro. It was =ald that it was
deeply hnmiliating to the feelings of Gov.
O'Ferrall to ba compelled to entertain a negro
In his bhouss and at his table, but the elreum-
stances of the case were sucl thint thero was no
loophole left by which the Governor could es-
cape from the unpleasant predicament The
{iovernor says that had he known that a negro
was in the Massachusetis pasty lie would never
have extended the invitation to the committee.

Although It has not been given out puliliecly,
thoe fact remains that the affalr in Richmond
was not the only ono In whiok Mr. Teamuh was
the victhm of clrcumstances and discrimins-
tions, Notwithstanding the fact that during
the trip e was n representative of the State of
Mussachusetts, Mr. Teamoli was subjected to
many unpleasant experiences. The affair at
the resldence of Goy, O'Ferrall was mild aa
compared to soma of the eventa which hap.
pened, The treatment of Mr. Teamoh has
caused great lnglgnatlon in rome quariers,

Ez-United States Senator Dawes, In an inter-
viaw to-day, sald of the affair:

THE FACULIY ATILI OFPPORED T0
INTERCOLLEGIATRE FOOTBALL,
They Disenns the Athletic Committes's Mag.
gentions and Declde Agalnst Them-The
Mpriag Practice of the Eleven May Pe
Mtopped-- Will Harvard Ha HMepreasrnted
fa ths College Conference on Mules t

The faculty having recelvsd and consldereill & onm.

athictic sporth, dated Feb, 2% 1908, remiln of the
opinton that nostudent umdsr thelr charge shiould e
permittod to take part lu [ntercolleglate footlLall
coliteals,

lo:nlght everybody was asking, "' What does
thula mean?' for it In singuinriv enlgmatical. As
amatier of fact, it menns no more Lhan it says
at lenat just at presant.

It In not flizal, but is merely another expres-
slon of the faculty's opinfon which, sdded to fts
provioasly exprusaed apinfon, mikes it apparent
toany one that football ut Harvard s prelty
near denth's door.

It will b notieed tlint the wording !s chianged
matesially fron the first vote. In the original
vole it was etated thint the Atldetie Commitioe
wire notified that it was the derires of the fac-
ulty thiat intercolleginte contests e abolislied,

Iiy this wording thers was n sort of conilict
between the fuculty and comumittee. Thers was
a great deal of discussion over it, and many au-
thorities were at o loss to define sharply the
powera of each body, Now, the faoculty got
around that diMenlty by taking a short cutthat
i# generally criticised by the collegs ns unfalr to
the Athletie Commities,

The faculty do nut suggeat any more that tlis
contents be abiolished, Thoey take advantage of
the fuct that all wnteers pertainiug to the stu-
dents themselves are in thelr hands, and act ac-
cordingly.

It (s aa If they sald: *'Perhaps wo can't
nbolinh intercollegiate football Lers, it wo can
keop the stilents from playing in the grmes.™
Ivissimply the abolition of football from snother
vantage polnt,

The faculty members were very reticent about
speaking of thevote, Ons member, huwever,
sald:* In my opinion it will be some tinie before
any definite nction is tuken by the faculty, T'he
vote merely expresses that the meambers nre urn-
changed In their opposition to the game, ul-
though they have taken no final aetion,

1 howve the ldea that if the fuculty wera to be
convineed that other colloges ns well as Mar-
vitrd werw (o take part in the movemwent of re-
form, they would bs willing to hinve tho gnme
plnved anothier senson s an experhnent.

“1ersonally, I think thatit Isonly falr that
thess reforms shiould have a feair trial before
the game is condemued,"

Tlhere was another full mentiuﬁ of the faculty
and another long discussion. or aliout two
Liouars the question was talked over and over be-
fore the final result wna declded upon,

It wili be remembered that after the very first
faculty vote on the matterthe Athletic Commit-
tee prepared a communication to the faculty,
which outlined their position and the plaus of
reform they proposed to institute,

It has Ueen the busis of the faculty discussjon
for the last two meetings, 1t {9 manifest!y ono
of the most important communications thet have

nmm_nrml et on the football guestion, un it sintes
ol cially Harvard's athletio commitive's pusi-
tiun.

Inorder to lessen tho excessive natorlety and
bring the game within the proper limits of a col-
lege sport.  they recommend 10 That all
gumes be played upon the home grounds of tho
competitors; (2 That the sale of tlckets be
limited to graduates and undergraduates for
themselves and their guests; (1) Thatoll efforts
on tho part of the press to give undue publivity
to the game throughout the stuson by diseour-
aged,
In the matter of training they feel that much
Las been acecomplished by the adoption of La-
throp's fden. ‘I'Lr}' liripe to effoct still further
reforms by shortening the period of hard foor-
ball work, and by providing for o more gradual
introduction to the aetive work.

They recommend uslso the abandonmeut of
the sununer practice, In order to further di-
minfsl the liability of In{l.ll'!es. they recommend
severnd novel and radical changes In the rules
relating ton falr entel, low tnckling, disqurli-
ﬂculilol'a. and reduction of tlme for resumption

Ly,

The committee have spent much time in pre-
paring these suggestions, awnd they apparently
vover the ground very thoroughly. But it is
evident that the faculty do not consider 1t an,

Prof. Ames of the commitiee was naturally
unwllling luu‘y anyihing upon the matier, na
Lie Is 5o near!ly Intorested. Other men, iowever,
who are prominent in Harvard athletic maotters
were not force:l to be ao delicate In the matter,
anid were very outspiken,

They one nnd all agreed that it was an out
and out “throw down ™ for the Atlhletie Com-
mittes,

Capt. Brewer of the foothall eleven did not
know what to do when seen to-night, e was
lovking for somo one to cxplain te iim whnt the
action of the faculty mennt, ahd be could not
tel. wliether the vote would stop the spring
practles or not.

The most immedinte efMect will undoubtedly
